This is the season of year when a 
great many motorists ate preparing 
to lay up their ears for the winter 
and in order to aid them in putting 
the tires away properly, the following 
directions have been issued by an au­ 
thority on the subject: 
“When you lay up your ear 
for 
winter, remove the tires. ^First wash 
them carefully with soap and water, 
and then wrap them in strips of pa­ 
per or cloth. 
Store them iii a dark 
place which is kept as nearly as pos­ 
sible at a temperature of 50 degrees. 
If tfye tires are to remain on the 
wheels for a considerable length of 
time when the car is out of service, 
jack up tile wheels and leave only 
about five pounds of air in each tire* 
This keep* the tubes in shape and al­ 
ga keeps them soft and pliable. When 
the wheels are not jacked up and th! 
car is allowed to stand for any length 
of time, Hie tires should lie kept well 
inflated and the car moved occasion* 
ally, so that the tires do not flatten 
from standing too long one one.spot/1

Wianeko, is calling the attention of 
farmers to various means of elimina­ 
ting this loss.; 
Indiana will plant five million acre 
of land to corn during the 
coming 
year. 
This means

bushels of seed corn—an enormous 
quantity, exceeding the former rec­ 
ords of corn growing states. Thi 
800,000 bushels of seed corn must re­ 
ceive close attention, both at the time 
of primary selection and in subse­ 
quent drying and presentation. Corn 
is often selected from the field fol­ 
lowing a heavy frost, when the corn 
has been more or less damaged, ant 
in instances where the corn has been 
perfect at the time of selection, i 
proper methods of sorting ha ve been 
used aud extensive crops injured to 
the extent of thousands of dollars. 
Professor Christie says on prone 
field selection depends the final char 
acier of the crop and the selection 
should be made after the corn 
fully matured and some time before 
the general 
husking begins, when 
good looking, well matured ears 
should be removed from clean, thrifty 
looking stalks, paying particular at­ 
tention to size and leaf development. 
The ears selected .should he strong 
and symmetrically developed, with 
straight rows of even sized, well den­ 
ted kernels, a little rougher than the 
average crop to prevent gradual shal­ 
lowing of the kernels, he says.

Due to the publicity 
given the event it promises to excel 
any event in which the tillers of the 
Hoosier soil 
are 
interested. 
It is 
thought that every township in Rush 
county will be represented 
at the 
show this week. 
Word from all over 
the county is that many farmers who 
are especially 
interested in apple 
growing and others also will attend 
this week while others are taking an 
active interest in it.

Pekin, Nov. 6.—The outlook today 
Is considerably lees hopeful than it 
was last week. 
The trouble comes 
from the provinces where the Repub­ 
lican 
anti-Manchu 
spirit 
is 
much 
stronger than in the north. 
The as­ 
sembly is receiving scores of tele­ 
grams from revolutionary leaders a n 1 
some provincial assemblies reput 
­ 
ing the nineteen articles sanctioned by . 
the throne for a basis for the consti- J 
tution. 
Especially do they repudiate 
the first article perpetuating the pres-] 
ent dynasty. 
Many protests declare that the na- ’ 
tional assembly has totally exceeded i 
Its powers in accepting the principles 
of the constitution from the throne, 
and insist that the basis of the consti­ 
tution must be framed by a national 
constituent assembly which must duly 
be elected. 
Some complaints boldly 
accused the deputies of being bribed 
by the prince regent. 
It is reported that the revolutionists 
at Hankow have voted that Yuan 
Shih Kai and the imperial family be 
sent to Jehol and autonomy be grant­ 
ed to the provinces. 
There is much anger here and else­ 
where over the burning of the native 
city of Hankow by the imperialists 
after it had surrendered. 
Altogether 
the prospect of early pacification of 
the empire is remote.
